Old Brigham Young had been gathered to 


his 'Sealed wives in glory" only about one 
rear when his favorite—polygamous favor- 
ite, Amelia tfolsom-stepped into another 
harem as number two in the household of a 
Mormon railroad official 
Amelia Folsom 


was then about 38 years of age, and among 
toe younger women of the Young harem. 
She wasthe first to re-enter polygamy after 
Brigham's death, and her "days of mourn- 
an" were probably long enough to add zest 
to the new courtship. As soon as Brignam 
••shuffled off1 his mortality and passed ce- 
lund that vail where a'score of sealed divini- 
ties awaited him, the long-petted Amelia set 


• »bout making "a change." Sb» placed her. 


wit second in the new household, 
tme 


found that she could not lire in the same ex- 
travagance, as the property ot her much 
married lord was subject to litigation, and 
Mcnred her chance against disaster in her 
second polygamic marriage. 


She went to Salt Lake City with her 


parents, who were converts to Mormonism 
in Council Bluffs, la., and emigrated there- 
rrom in J359 
In 1861 Brigham had one ot 


bis convenient revelations to marry Amelia. 
She was not easily led into the family of 
aiteen 
other 
wives, 
and proved 
a 


refractory subject for Mormon courtship 
Finally through what 13 called ''counsel," 
otherwise the will ot the prophet enforced, 
which every good Mormon will obey and re- 
tards as the word of superhuman prophecy, 
ihe became the seventeenth wife, and al- 
ways held her place as his favorite, bhe is 
far from being an attractive woman and 13 
wit'out any special talents; but she is 
possessed of naive shrewdness and tact and 
was in constant employ in "moulding the 
old man" to her capricious will She was 
the only one he ever seemed to be afraid of 
and she exercised her power accordingly 
She was unpopular with the rest of the 
wives, who usually companioned well to- 
gether; her unrefined, coarse nature stoDd 
out prominently beside the others. 


It used to be a common remark among 


the more intelligent of his wives that the 
lack of refinement in Amelia and her taste 
for vulgar repartees and witticism was the 
main attraction that kept the old prophet at 
her side. He certainly enjoyed her society 
and was afraid of her tongue which he 
knew she could use to his mortification and 
disad-antage, not only in his household, but 
In the church and wherever sbe might 
choose to do so. Unless everything w eut to 
suit her will, sbe made things for the 
prophet very lively. Her whims, freaks and 
hi<*h temper were all borne with uncom- 
plaining patience by Bngham Young, while 
all the rest of the family wondereJ 
For 


over all his wives and children he held a 
kind of dignified reserve and awe that made 
them all reticent and silent in bis presence 
Amelia was the only exception 


Some years prior to Brigham's death «he 


was given a separate house and always 
made a better appearance m dress than any 
of the rest. She drove in her own came go 
and was given the place of honor at ths 
theatre in the prophet's privata box, while 
his other wives and children occupied threa 
tires of the be^t seats in the parquet Other 
marks of honor fell to Amelia 
She was the 


first partner in the dances they attended 
and was always seated in the chair of hono 
at nil side at all banquets 
His other "bet 


ter pieces of wives" waited for such atten 
tions as fell to their divided lot after th 
favorite-si as waited on. This marriage o 
the Mormon sear was highly disapproved b 
the church authorities at the time 
No on 


considered Amelia a suitable person for the 
wife of a prophet 


Amelia Folsom has blue eyes that open at 


one m bold, steady defiance with a glance of 
naive cunning and shrewdness, medium 
height, a good ngure, brown hair, straight, 
thin nose and generally tapering features. 
Her manner is free and familiar rather 
ooisterous at time', utterly regardless of the 
feelings of others, and she has a relish for 
gossip. 
She TV as always a cause of d isturb- 


ance between the children of tho other 
wives and the prophet, but, being the favor- 
ite, her intrigues were overlooked by her 
polygamous master 


One of her characteristic pastimes was 


spending o few hoars with some of the less 
favored wives and indulging jokes and stoi- 
ies on Bngham—telling what he had con- 
fided to her, upon matters he did not expect 
to be spoken of. Some of this gossip relative 
to the "old man" she spiced up with her ad- 
ditions and merriment, always tending to 
make him as ridiculous as possible 


Amelia's open revolt to Brigham's author- 


ity was one of her chief boasts, anJ am"£^ 
his wives it was a common remark, "it onti 
of us had said or done what Amelia did fa 
should have heard of it before this." In her 
way she was as great a tyrant o\ er him as 
he was over the churob. Whatever she set 
her mind to do that she did, irrespective of 
his wish or opposition. 


To have her enmity was dangerous to any 


person, u ^.u or woman, who depended for 
favor and prosperity on Brigham's favor 
They knew Amelia's power over the prophet 
and stood in fear of her accordingly. 
Her 


home la Salt Lake City before Brigham's 
death was one of the be-t in the City of 
Saints. It stood opposite tho Lion and Bee- 
Hive houses, and was the envy of others 
who felt the need and realized the value ol 
sole possession and authority of one's own 
household that this favorite wife practically 
enjoyoJ

THB PUBLIC DOMAIN. 


F«w realiza the extent ot the immense 


acreage in the West brought nnder coltiTa- 
tioain tte last eight years, or how near the 
liable public domain is to exhaustion. The 
Banker*' Magazine reviews elaborately the 
statistics of settlement under the Eome- 
ttead, Preemption' and Timber Cnltnie 
law*, sad says: 


The census ol 1890 will reveal many 


wondwfnl changes. Over 16,000,000 acres 
of land were sold in the last fiscal year 
under the operation ol the Homestead and 
Timber Culture laws. 
More than 124,- 


000^000 o' acres ha*e beeii settled in the 
lost eight years, representing a larger area 
than the States of Indiana, Illinois, Ohio, 
and Michigan. 
. 


The greatest changes have been madd in 


the Northwestern group of Slates and 
Territories, comprising Dakota, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Wyoming, and Montana, where 
nearly 60,000,000 of acres have been settled 
in the last eight years. In the Southwest- 
ern gronp, comprising Kansas, Colorado, 
Missouri, and New Mexico, nearly 30,000,- 
000 of acres have been occupied. On (he 
Pacific coast 19,000,000 of ncres more have 
been xi-Uled, aud 13,000,000 of acres mast 
be added for the Southern States on both 
sides ol the Mississippi. Aloug the Pacific 
roiJs 18,000,000 of acres havebtea opened 
•incti the last census. In other wordi the 
Government aud (be Pacific railroads have 
opened for settlement m the Use eight 
years a territory larger than Texas larger 
than Germany or France, and about twice 
as large as Great Britain and Ireland. 


The Chicago Tribune says that evidently 


a change that will have grave aud far-rcucb 
irg consequences is near at band and 
mnst certainly result from the speedy ex- 
haustion ef the public domain. 
"Uncle 


Sam" 
is no longer "rich enough to give 


every man a farm." How is the character- 
istic land hunger of the white race to be 
led in this conntr? What results will fol 
low when there is no longer a virgin West 
to attract hardy pioneers and supply free- 
holds as a reward for the privations and 
hardships of life on the frontier?

course it must soon follow that land in the 
United States will advance in price, and 
farms between the Missouri river aid the 
Atlantic seaboard mnst approximate the 
value of similar land in Europe instead ol 
oeiug on an average one-third lower. 
Ap,< 


ricnlture must become a more icmunera- 
tive and satisfactory industry, and this cir- 
cumstance will tend to ward off some o: 
the dangers long foreseen as likely to fal 
on the country with the disappearance ol 
the unappropriated are p. of cheap farming 
land* in the West. 


European students and thinkers have 


often declared that the exhaustion of the 
public domain in this country would bring 
on the Tin: ted States a nevere if not fata 
trial. In a letter written thirty years ago 
to an American Lord Macanly said' 
"As

fertile and unoccupied land yonr la 
boring population will 
be far 
mori 


at ease than 
the 
laboring 
popula 


tion of the Old World, and while that is 
the base the Jefftrsonian politics may con 
tinne to exist without causing an; fata 
calamity." Referring to a time in the nex 
centuiy it not in this when "New England 
will be as thickly populated as Old Eog 
land," and when "a multitude of people 
none of whom has had more than half 
breakfast or expects more than half a dm 
ner, will choose a Legislature," Macanlay 
made this prediction: 


Either Bone Ctesar or Napoleon wil 


seize the reins of Government with a btron 
hand or yonr Republic will be as feaifull; 
plundered and laid waste by barbarians in 
the twentieth century us the Eonirm Em 
pire was in the fifth—with this differenc 
tbat the Huns and Vandals who ravage 
the Roman Empire came from without an 
yonr HDDS and Vandals will have bee: 
engendered within yonr own country b 
your own institutions. 


The exhaustion of the public domain ha 


proceeded with greater rapidity than Ma 
canlay could anticipate and will soon be a 
hand. 
Will bis predictions prove true 


Will the disappearance of the fertile au 
unoccupied lands of the West subject labo 
to harder conditions and provoke dastrue 
tm. revolutionary agitation? No ID tell 
gent, right-thinking American can adm 
that Macaulay spoke as a prophet, althong 
there is much in his declaration that cal 
for serious thought. Macailny spoke i 
an Englishman accustomed to the divisio 
ol the community into fixed classes an 
living in a country where tha spectacle of 
a farm laborer rising to a position of in- 
fluence or authority in practically unknown. 
It was Impossible tbat he could estimate 
correctly the character of the American 
farming class or the influence it has ex- 
erted and will continue to exert on popular 
government in this country. The Ameri- 
can farmer who tilla the Imid he owns has 
as little resemblance to a European pens- 
ant or English farm laborer as to a Euro- 
pean landlord. He is a lover of justice, 
quick to resist aggression, prompt to ac- 
cord equal lights, hnd determined to nso 
the law to suppress disorder and stamp ont 
Vice. The exhaustion of the public domain 
will increase the value of farming land, p.dd 
to the earnings of the farmer?, and pro- 
mote the independence aud prosperity of 
the agricultural class. 
Farms will be 


divided and sob-divided and the number 
of landowners increased- When the West- 
era outlet in this country is closed immi- 
gration from Europe mnst fall off, and it 
will doubtless be strictly regulated by law.

A BETTBED SOTBEME JUSTICE. — Wm. 


Strong is often referred to as the most sen- 
sible man in Washington. He served ten 
years on the Supreme Bench and then 
proved wise enough to toko advantage of 
the law that allows him to retire on fall 
pay. 
He was born on the 6th of May, 


1808, in Somere, Conn. After graduating 
from Yale be taught for a time and studied 
law. He was admitted to the bar in Penn- 
sylvania in 1832. 
He served in Congress 


during several terms, running in ever; 
election on the Democratic ticket. In 1857 
he was appointed Justice of the Supreme 
Bench of Pennsylvania, and in 1870 he re- 
ceived his commission as a member of the 
United States Supreme Oonrt. In 1880 be 
resigned and has since lived quietly in 
Washington, lecturing occasionally, and 
performing faithfully the one duty that the 
law requires of him. Whenever the Su- 
preme Court is required to take part in 
any pnblio ceremonies Judge Strong puts 
on his robe and walks with them in the 
procession. In consideration of this and 
his past services he receives $10,000 an- 
nually from Uncle Sam's Treasury.— 
jonisville Courier-Journal.
